Our third Objection againſt the preſent Treaty is, That we don't find that there is that care 
taken of the Intereſt and Honour of our Nation, that there ought to be, by giving Inſtructions 
to the Commiſſioners. We might inſtance in maF things, but ſhall only mention one 
Which is, that there's no care taken to have us repoſſeſsd of our Colony of Darien, tho the 
Engliſh might aſſiſt us in it now, as a Compenſation for their former Oppoſition, without giving 
' the Confederates any juſt Cauſe of Umbrage, ſince by an Article of the Treaty with the Empe- 
ror, the Subjects of Great Britain are allow'd to retain what they can conquer in the Weſt Indies.

Our Objection againſt the Commiſſion is, That the Commiſſioners ought to have been choſen in 
Parliament, as in the Reign of K. James 6th, and n the Convention after the Revolution: For 
tho it be true, that in the time of K. Charles Il. the Parliament made an Act impowering his 
Majeſty to name Commiſſioners to treat of an Union; yet that was one of the wrong Steps of 
that Reign: For to leave the Nomination of the Treaters to the Court of England, or to a Scots 
Miniſtry under the influence of that Court, may have the ſame Effects and Conſequences, as if the 
Nomination of all the Treaters were in the power of England; and therefore it may be to us a 
dangerous Precedent to leave the Nomination of Commiſſioners in ſuch a weighty Affair to the 
Sovereign alone, without the Conſent of our Eſtates. — WEE x x CER
